Lasting Peace 


Saying that he wished to give 
“a few precepts for the conclusion 
of lasting peace,” the Pope con-

“We must strive first for victory 
over hatred, for grave damage is 
inflicted upon the human soul by 
a lack of the love of Christ, 

“Secondly, victory over the 
lack of trust in international 
cooperation. 

“Thirdly, victory over the grim 
principle that force stands for 
right—that is, the return of nor- 
mality among nations, 

“Fourthly, victory over eco- 
nomic divergencies. 


“The Pope added: “We pray

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THE FUTURE OF 
EUROPE 


Herr Hitler’s speech a few days 
ago, which was aptly and tersely 
described by the American press 
as a “pep” talk to bolster up the 
courage and enthusidsm of Ger- 
man workers, was dealt with at 
some length by the British press. 
It was somewhere suggested ‘that 
Mr. Churchill would or should 
reply with a reiteration of Bri- 
tain’s war aims, but this has not 
been considered necessary at this 
juncture nor would it be wise to 
‘bind any future Government as 
tu details, which, in themselves 
must take shape as circumstances 
permit. 


The “London Times,” however, 
went te the trouble of refuting 
once again the oft-repeated story 
which characterises many of Hit- 
ler's utterances, that Hritain 
seeking to crush Germany out of 
existence, “It can only be because 
Hitler reads British policy in the 
light of his own designs that he 
predicts that the loss of the war 
by Germany will mean the end 
of the German people and the dis- 
persal of the German nation, This 
view,” continued the leader, “hus 
already been refuted by the Bri- 
tish statement of the purposes for 
which Britain entered the war. 

. . dtis no part of British in- 
terest or British intentions to des- 
troy Germany or, as Hitler alleges, 
to impose a Westphalian peace. 
No European order can be com- 
plete from which Germany is 
excluded and among the most im- 
portant of .Britain’s war aims is 
a Europe in which Germany oc~ 
cuples an equal but not the do- 
minant place.”

This reasonable expression of 
opinion of one of the leading Bri- 
lish newspapers stands out boldly 
in face of the German Fuechrer’s 
violent und hysterical outpouring 
of hate, the more so as it was 
written in a city suffering almost 
daily from German indiscrimin- 
ate bombing which in it- 
self is calculated to urouse deep 
resentment and a desire for 
revenge. 


Another statement as to the 
future status of Europe deserves 
attention as coming from Mr. 
‘Herbert Morrison, Home Secre- 
tary and Minister for Home 
Security. Mr. Morrison was deal- 
ing with the purpose of the war 
and pointed to the possibility of 
vu cooperative ‘international system 
guaranteed by an international] 
police force as visualised by Bri- 
‘tain in the future European order.

Survivor’s Vivid 
Account 


“The survivors consist of the 
second officer, four engineer of- 
ficers, and 22 of the ship's crew.

“The Port Brisbane, which had 
left an Australian port some days 
previously, was attacked at night 
when in mid-ocean. 

“The enemy raider lit up her 
target with searchlights, and 
opened fire at once at a range of 
a little over a mile.
